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REPORT OF THE FINANCE COMMITTEE 


To the Moderator and the Citizens of Hadley: 


Proposition 2’ has made the tasks of many of the town’s depart- 
ments more difficult, the possible exception being the Finance 
Committee. With the state placing limits on taxation, even towns 
such as Hadley,whose tax rateis below 214% of full valuation, have 
been placed on notice that taxes can rise by only 242%. The co- 
operation of department heads in holding their own spending in 
line with these new state laws, has made our jobs on the local Fi- 
nance Boards one which emphasizes an allied effort to gain the 
most value for every dollar we spend. 


We have been fortunate in Hadley, to show large gains in taxa- 
ble property, with only small effects on town services recently, due 
to the primarily business nature of this new property. Everyone 
realizes that during the current economic slow down, the tax base 
is not expanding as it has in the past few years. One result of this 
slow down in building, is the stablization of the tax base. No long- 
er will Hadley be able to spend more money, and at the same time 
hold the line on taxes. Any increase in spending will be followed 
by a proportionate increase in taxes. 


The duty of the Finance Committee during this period is to review 
the direction of all town departments and balance the cost of any 
new, or expanded services with their relative value to the towns- 
people. (Are they necessary, cost effective, and are they being run 
efficiently.) Difficult choices must be made, and as an advisory 
board we hope to help the people who run these departments, as 
well as the taxpayers, balance the effect, value, and the quality, 
against the cost of the Town’s services.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF SELECTMEN 
To the Citizens of Hadley: 


Following is your Selectmen’s annual report. We are reporting a 
few of the main accomplishments of this past year. 


Because of the population and business growth in Hadley, the 
town landfill facilities are becoming inadequate. Over the past 
year we have debated this issue and have attempted to solve the 
problem. Many proposals have been received from interested 
parties. Two of these seem most feasible for coping with the prob- 
lem in the near future. One is to purchase a compactor, and the 
second involves purchasing more land. This second proposal while 
expedient from many sides is more expensive. Further study will 
be made by your Selectmen. We hope you will continue to suggest 
alternatives. 


The PVTA has increased its financial requests from each town/ 
city served. The cost to Hadley will be approximately five to 
six thousand dollars. 


After much discussion the Selectmen have decided to ask the 
people of Hadley to continue their support of the PVTA for two 
reasons: 


First, many Hadley residents - adults and children - have been 
using these services. 


Secondly, Hadley businessmen are extremely interested in con- 
tinuing the service. If we are going to keep the tax rate the best in 
the state, then we feel that we must, in a small way, assist our 
businesses. 


There was a joint hearing held by your Selectmen and Finance 
Committee with all of the Town Departments and Boards. This 
Budget Hearing was extremely successful because of the coopera- 
tion of all the budgeted departments. It is because of this coopera- 
tion that Proposition 21% will not be a problem to Hadley this year. 
These departments were asked to come to the meeting Level Fund- 
ed (or as close as possible), each department did this. Because of 
this cooperation the Selectmen and Finance Committee were able 
to find funds for distribution to those departments which are in 
dire need. 


We did realize the Town Workers need wage increases, and they 
shall have them. We realize, also, that there are fixed costs that 
are increasing and these must be covered. An example is fuel. 
Another area involves the tremendous increased costs our schools 
must bear because of state and federal mandated problems. 
Again, we apprcciate all the cooperation we have received. 


Your Selectmen feel there is a definite need for Vocational Edu- 
cation in Hadley. A large percentage of our students either do not 
attend or do not graduate from college. This means they are not 
prepared to make a decent living wage at a job they truly enjoy. 
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The Kollmorgen property is presently available. We feel a 
committee of Townspeople should study and report to us on the 
feasibility of slowly developing this site into a Hadley Vocational 
School. It is extremely important to understand that the Federal 
Government will turn this property over to the University of 
Massachusetts for research if we do not start an educational use 
plan, immediately. 


The type of individuals we feel should be on this Committee in- 
clude: a carpenter, plumber, electrician, heating specialist, far- 
mer, businessman, lawyer, concerned parent and a member of the 
School Committee. This study project will be of no cost as all 
members of the Committee will be Hadley residents and their 
service will be free. Of course, input from other residents will 
always be appreciated. 


Finally, the issue concerning the reconstruction of Route 47. A 
petition with hundreds of signatures was received by the Board of 
Selectmen, asking that the reconstruction of Route 47 be stopped. 
We held a Public Hearing which was heavily attended by those 
opposed to the project. Since your Selectmen have received an 
overwhelming sentiment against the reconstruction of Route 47 by 
the State, we told the State Department of Public Works that we 
did not want the road rebuilt according to their design. We also 
asked the County Commissioners to withdraw our petition for the 
land-taking without prejudice. 


Our cash management program, under the direction of Paul 


Mokrzecki, is presently earning the Town over $180,000.00 
annually through the First National Bank of Amherst.

ANNUAL REPORT OF 
THE HIGHWAY AND WATER DEPARTMENT 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


The Highway and Water Department has seen a dramatic 
change in its responsibilities in 1980. Despite this fact, we feel 
that we have met the challenge and have made 1980 a productive 
year. 


As of July 1, 1980, the Highway and Water Department has as- 
sumed full responsibility of the State mandated testing, as well as 
proper control of the wastewater treatment plant. In addition, a 
schedule of proper care and maintenance of all sewer pumping 
stations was instituted. The State requires that a State certified 
operator be directly responsible. The Town fulfills this require- 
ment. We have found that the combination of highway, water and 
sewer departments is definitely a challenging concept; but be- 
cause of the ease of allocating personnel to the different depart- 
ments as the workload dictates, we have found this arrangement 
most beneficial to the Town. 


With the addition of our first diesel dump truck, we are realizing 
a substantial savings in fuel. We have also instituted a fuel con- 
servation program to further reduce our fuel consumption. 


The most important task of the Highway Department is the 
maintenance of its roadways, be it summer or winter. The Chapter 
497 and General Highway accounts were used for ice and snow re- 
moval, regular maintenance as well as resurfacing. The mileage of 
resurfaced roads amounted to 4.8 miles in 1980. 


The Highway Department has seen the dry summer of 1980 as a 
good year for the cleaning of many of the Town’s ditches. This 
work was completed with money allocated under the Ditch 
account. 


Money allocated for Forestry and Dutch Elm accounts was used 
to remove all diseased Dutch Elms that were State posted as well 
as removal of any other dead or diseased tree. To replace these 
trees, Town personnel dug 140 young trees. With the policy of 
delivering trees to townspeople upon request, 42 trees were plant- 
ed by homeowners. The remainder were planted on Town ways by 
the Highway Department. 


Trimming in various sections of Town were performed by 
private contractors because of the fact that the Town does not own 
the proper equipment. 


Using money in the Sidewalk account, 2200 feet of sidewalk was 
resurfaced on North West Street. This work was done in addition 
to the required maintenance, as well as the plowing and sanding of 
sidewalks. 
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The Highway Department is also responsible for the smooth 
operation of the Town’s landfill. Certain State regulations require 
careful attention to the operation. 


The Water Department has performed the regular maintenance 
of its pumping stations, water mains and fire hydrants. The Water 
Department has recorded a water consumption figure of 
278,974,500 gallons for 1980. The town of Amherst has purchased 
a total of 6,481,270 gallons from Hadley during its water crisis. 
Discounting the amount of water sold to Amherst, the town of 
Hadley has increased its consumption 5% over 1979. 


The Department installed seven new service connections, re- 
paired six fire hydrants and replaced three damaged hydrants. 


The Town’s old reservoirs were cleared of brush and growth. 


New State regulations require constant monitoring of supplies 
for contaminants as well as minerals and bacteria. The town of 
Hadley is fortunate to have pollution free water. 


The Highway Department would like to pay tribute to the late 
Joseph Zatyrka who served the Town for many years as the High- 
way Superintendent. Because of his knowledge and experience, 
his work is still evident today. 


In closing we would like to thank the six highway employees who 
find themselves performing many diversified tasks. We would 
also like to thank all those people who have helped our Department 
in the past year.

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REPORT OF THE SEWER COMMISSIONERS 
To the Citizens of the Town of Hadley: 


The North Hadley sewer construction project is now fully oper- 
ational and those residents and businesses who have not yet tied in 
are urgedto do so as soon as practical. 


The main concern of the Commission now is to obtain a satisfac- 
tory electric generator to provide stand-by power for the four older 
pumping stations for use in the event of a power failure at one or 
all of these locations. An Article is included in the Town Meeting 
warrant for your consideration. 


Maintenance of the original sections of the wastewater disposal 
system is becoming more of a problem due to age and constant use 
of the pumps and electrical equipment. With the co-operation of 
the Highway Department personnel we have been able to perform 
major repairs to the system without outside assistance. 


The Board of Sewer Commissioners is of the opinion that the 
Town could realize greater efficiency in the use of personnel and 
equipment and probably a financial saving if the operations ot the 
sewer, water and highway departments were combined under one 
supervisor and one administrative board. Several discussions 
have been held with the Board of Selectmen but to date no definite 
action has been recommended. 


Slow progress is being made in obtaining grants for the needed 
up-grading and/or expansion of the wastewater treatment plant. 
It is our hope that in the coming year we will complete the Step 1 
planning and be able to move into Step II design stage. 


The Board wishes to express its appreciation for the cooperation 
of the Highway and Water Department personnel and the assis- 
tance of the Board of Selectmen throughout the past year.

The Board of Health has had a busy year with sewer connect- 
ions, restaurants, landfill expansion needs and new home con- 
struction on the rise again this past year along with new sewage 
systems and repairs in unsewered areas. 


The majority of Homes on the newly constructed sewer line in 
the northern end of town have been connected to the system. The 
Sewer Commissioners also report that at present there are the fol- 
lowing number of homes not connected to the sewer lines construc- 
ted in the past. Bay Road 4, Maple Avenue 1, Middle Street 9, 
Russell Street 14, and West Street 8. 


Sanitary landfill needs are very much in need. The town must 
purchase land for possible expansion at the present site or find a 
new site for the landfill. Another alternative is the possibility of 
building a Transfer Station for refuse and having all refuse go out 
on bid for removal out of town. 


All restaurants are inspected and licensed as required by the 
state sanitary code and all violations required to be corrected im- 
mediately. 


We have continued our mosquito program, which has been suc- 
cessful. With the rising costs of material, it may be necessary to 
decrease the number of times of fogging the town for conservation. 


At this time we wish to thank all other department personnel 
within the town government and citizens of Hadley who have given 
us the assistance when called upon.

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REPORT OF THE COUNCIL ON AGING 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


This is the report of the Hadley Council on Aging to the Citizens 
of Hadley. 


The Council on Aging staff was kept busy arranging for the 
many activities and programs made available to the Senior Citi- 
zens of the Town of Hadley. 


The Senior Citizens can take advantage of the shopping trips two 
days each week. Tuesday, a school bus takes Senior Citizens to the 
Campus Plaza where the seniors can shop at the Stop and Shop 
Supermarket, Zayre’s and the other stores. On Thursday, the bus 
takes the seniors to the Mountain Farms Mall where they have a 
choice of shopping at the Almy’s Department Store, Woolco De- 
partment Store, the Big Y Supermarket, and other stores. Seniors 
interested in this service notify the office so that arrangements can 
be made with the bus driver for pickup of passengers. 


We are fortunate in our town that the Highland Valley Nutrition 
Program provides hot lunches for the Senior Citizens. Anyone 60 
years of age, or older, is eligible to participate in this program by 
calling the council office to make arrangements. At the present 
time, a donation of 75 cents is suggested for the lunches. Meals 
are served Monday through Friday at the Golden Court Communi- 
ty Hall. 


There also is a Meals-on-Wheels Program sponsored by the 
Highland Valley Elder Services, Inc. Senior Citizens who wish to 
take advantage of this service call the Hadley Council on Aging 
Office to make arrangements. 


A Bingo game is played every Tuesday at the Golden Court 
Community Hall and is sponsored by the Highland Valley Elder 
Services. Mrs. Violet Peltz is in charge of the games. 


On Wednesday afternoons, the Bingo game is run by the Hadley 
Council on Aging and Mrs. Leocadia Dudkiewiczdoes the calling. 
This is a ‘‘fun day’”’ program. It also is a nice way to pass the after- 
noon and visit with friends. 


This year a new class was added to the Adult Education Pro- 
gram. Water Color Classes were taught by Mrs. Anna Poor, a 
graduate student at the University of Massachusetts. The classes 
are held Tuesday mornings. 


Many ladies participated in the Arts and Crafts Class and Sew- 
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ing Class, held Monday afternoons. The classes are taught by 
Mrs. Gurecki of Hadley. Mrs. Dorothy Finch is in charge of the 
Lamp Shade Class that is held Friday afternoons. Anyone wishing 
to participate in any of these classes is asked to contact the Council 
on Aging Office. 


Free blood pressure clinics for Senior Citizens are held the first 
Friday of each month from 1:00 p.m. to 3:00 p.m. at the Golden 
Court Community Hall. Many Senior Citizens attended the clinics 
and have been most appreciative of the service. 464 blood pres- 
sures were taken. The Council received a grant from the Highland 
Valley Elder Services and the money was used to purchase new 
blood pressure equipment. A grant from the Department of Elder 
Affairs was received and this is used to pay the nurses, that do the 
clinics, and pay for a part-time clerk when it is necessary to cover 
the office when the program coordinator is away. 


During the year, a free hearing screening test was conducted by 
Mr. and Mrs. Jay Melrose at Hopkins Academy. They were 
assisted by a graduate student from the University of Mass. This 
was a very worthwhile project and benefited many seniors. 


Dr. Raymond J. Dubois, Podiatrist, conducted a free foot clinic 
that was attended by many senior citizens of Hadley. 


The foregoing services are noteworthy of recognition. 


The Hadley Council on Aging received a second grant from the 
Highland Valley Elder Services, Inc. This money was combined 
with the balance from the first grant and was used to purchase a 
copy machine for the office. This machine plays an important role 
in services to senior citizens. It is used to make copies of medical 
data necessary in filing for Medicare payments and Blue Cross - 
Blue Shield claims. The copier also is used to duplicate copies of 
documents that must accompany application for 1980-81 Home 
Energy Assistance Program applications. 


For the past six months, a newsletter has been mailed monthly 
to all senior citizens in Hadley. Money from a grant received from 
the Department of Elder Affairs helps pay costs incurred in repro- 
ducing this newsletter. A portion of the grant is used also to help 
pay the Senior Aide who drives the van. Transportation is provid- 
ed senior citizens for medical appointments, hairdresser, barber 
visits and visits by seniors to spouses or family members in local 
hospitals. 


During the year the seniors had many opportunities to partake in 
many activities. This year we had made many trips to the Coach- 
light Dinner Theatre. We traveled to Boston to attend Spring 
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Flower Show, Mountain View Inn in New Hampshire, Montreal, 
Canada, and Brandywine, Delaware. Our Foliage trip this year was 
to visit the Cathedral of the Pines. We thank the Lions Club for the 
support of this trip. 


A Christmas Party was held at the First Congregational Church 
of Hadley. 


We express our sincere thanks to the Northampton Visiting Nur- 
sing Association Inc. for their great service they provide for the 
seniors of Hadley. The nurses made 1,233 visits to 193 patients, 33 
physical therapy visits were made to 16 patients, and 20 speech 
therapy visits were made to 1 person. 


The council again expresses their sincere thanks and appreciation 

to the Town for the use of the school bus, Hopkins Academy, North 
Hadley Hall and the Hadley Housing Authority for the use of the 
Community Hall for our programs. We also thank all the Clubs, 
Church groups and individuals who helped during the year to 
make the Council on Aging function with great success, the many 
hours that were volunteered by Mrs. Irene Clark and by Mr. 
Michael Pewatka, Mrs. Kathy Matuszko our part-time clerk, and 
Mrs. Agnes Scanlon our Senior Aide for their services.

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REPORT OF THE CONSERVATION COMMISSION 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


The Hadley Conservation Commission continued to function 
effectively again in 1980. Most on-site inspections were made at 
the request of landowners wishing an interpretation of the Wet- 
lands Protection Act. It appears that landowners are becoming 
more aware of the regulations governing wetlands and there were 
very few violations. 


The Hadley Conservation Commission conducted a public hear- 
ing pursuant to the Wetlands Act (Massachusetts G.L. Chap. 131, 
sec. 40) on July 17, 1980 concerning a Notice of Intent submitted 
by the Massachusetts Department of Public Works concerning the 
Middle Street-River Drive, Route 47 project. The Commission 
issued an Order of Conditions to the Massachusetts Department of 
Public Works on July 18, 1980. 


On September 12, 1980, the Hadley Conservation Commission 
conducted a public hearing pursuant to the Wetlands Act (Mas- 
sachusetts G.L. Chap. 131, sec. 40) on the Notice of Intent filed by 
the B. Stone Construction Company, Wayland, Massachusetts, for 
the construction of a 11,000 square foot commercial building with 
related paved parking facilities at the Amherst Shopping Plaza, 
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University Drive, Hadley. The Commission issued an Order of 
Conditions to The Stone Company on October 1, 1980. 


A few farmers and farmland owners in Hadley have expressed 
some interest in the Agricultural Preservation Restriction Pro- 
gram. However, to date no applications have been received. 


One of the things that is of great concern to all citizens is the 
preservation of farmland. One of the greatest assets the Town of 
Hadley has is its vast areas of good, fertile soil. It should be kept 
in mind that agriculture represents food production. In economic 
and nutritional terms, we need our farms! 


To keep farming viable, farmers should look into the recently 
passed Development Rights Program. The state has allocated 
$10 million with which it can purchase development rights from 
farmers ... meaning simply that these farmers can only use such 
land for farming. Farmers who sell their development rights re- 
tain ownership of their land in every other respect. This price, 
which is essentially the difference between the existing market 
price and the estimated agricultural value of the land, removes the 
incentive for farmers to sell their land to developers. It also re- 
duces mortgage and tax burdens. 


Hadley’s farming history, basically, is family oriented. It should 
stay that way. 


During 1980, two new members were appointed to the Conser- 
vation Commission by the Hadley Selectmen: William L. Baker 
and Theodore Mieczkowski. 


The Commission appreciates the help and support given by the 
many town departments.

HADLEY HISTORICAL COMMISSION 


To the Citizens of the Town of Hadley: 

The major accomplishment of the Hadley Historical Commission 
during 1980 was the completion of themastermap of Hadley show- 
ing roads, highways, cemeteries and the location of all public and 
private buildings in the town. The map was formally presented to 
Joseph Wanczyk, Chairman of the Board of Selectmen, by Miss 
Lisa Barthelson, the map maker, and members of the Hadley His- 
torical Commission in the old Hopkins Academy Gym on Primary 
Day, September 16. 
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Accompanying the large map is a key listing the property own- 
ers. One map is on display in the Town Hall. Copies are also in 
the offices of appropriate boards and commissions. Additional 
copies are available to the general public at cost. Prior to the An- 
nual Town Meeting in March the Commission set up a display of 
some of the more important historical documents that have been 
stored in the town vault. More than 300 people from Hadley, Am- 
herst, Northampton and other communities reviewed the display. 


The Commission, working closely with the Hadley Historical 
Society, is pleased to report that there are 70 houses in Hadley dis- 
playing signs denoting the year the house was built. Miss Dorothy 
Russell has been doing the research to determine the date of the 
building while members of the Hadley Historical Society havebeen 
cutting, painting and preparing the signs. George Pratt, Mary 
Hitchcock and Thomas West are in charge of this phase of the pro- 
ject. The Commission urges all property owners to consider-pur- 
chasing a sign regardless of the age of the house. The signs are 
sold by the Hadley Historical Society at a small fee. 


At the 1980 Annual Town Meeting, Hadley residents unani- 
mously voted Article 25 to appropriate $2,000 for the conservation 
and preservation of valuable town records in the town vault. Of 
particular concern were two early maps of Hadley on sheepskin, 
1742 and 1744, a Book of Animal Brands and a book of the Five 
Divisions of Hadley. 


While plans were being made to begin the work of preserving 
these documents, Mrs. Joanna Devine, Town Clerk, advised the 
Commission of the possibility of getting additional funds through 
the Massachusetts Council on the Arts and Humanities. Mrs. De- 
vine and the Commission prepared and submitted a proposal. In 
December Mrs. Devine was notified that Hadley had been award- 
ed $627 in matching funds. This additional funding will pay a por- 
tion of the cost of conservation and preservation while the money 
allotted at Town Meeting will provide the rest of that cost and also 
provide necessary storage facilities once the documents have been 
treated and returned. Arrangements are being made to have dup- 
licate copies available for study by the general public. 


Allan Zuchowski was appointed to fill the unexpired term of 
Gladys Kozera who resigned in November. 


Once again the members of this Commission are cy epee to 
townspeople who are disposing of historical material such as 
maps, account books, ledgers, photographic albums, etc., to call 
the Town Clerk or any member of this Commission who will be 
more than happy to accept the material. The Commission is anx- 
ious to keep Hadley memorabilia in Hadley. 


During 1980, Commission members attended many hearings 


and board meetings at the request of the Selectmen and other town 
boards. 
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It is impossible for the seven members of the Hadley Historical 
Commission to inventory all the houses in Hadley so they are ask- 
ing for your help. If you will write what you know about your house 
and send it to the Commission you will be doing a great service to 
the Town. Or you can use the printed forms that are available from 
the Commission. 


The Hadley Historical Commission appreciates all the help and 
encouragement it received from the public officials and private in- 
dividuals during 1980 and it looks forward to continued good rela- 
tions for the betterment of Hadley during 1981.

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REPORT OF THE PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE 
To the Hadley Board of Health: 


The Hadley Board of Health Nursing Organization is a small agency. Your nurse 
provides bedside nursing care and health teaching of the sick in their homes and all 
treatments ordered by the family physicians. 


Regular Service of Nurse is: 


Initial visit to persons who have no family doctor or are unable to get to a doctor, 
this is for assessment and getting proper help. Flu Clinics, usually held in October. 
Health promotion visits , blood pressure, pre-natal, post-natal and care of new 
born, premature infants, follow-up care of tuberculosis patients and help diabetic 
patients with diet and nutrition. 

Our Board of Health attempts to provide information on local agencies and ser- 
vices which can aid individuals and families in obtaining basic health information 
and treatment. There are many programs in Hampshire County that are available 
to the citizens of Hadley. Physical therapy, speech and occupational therapy, hear- 
ing problems, mental health, home health aides, homemakers, hot lunches and 
companions, who are greatly appreciated, to name a few. 


We have a loan closet, hospital equipment is loaned without charge to all Hadley 
residents. The following is available: 


Hospital beds Canes 
Bed sides Crutches 
Over bed tables Walkers 
Wheel chairs Commodes 


Many other sick room articles are available. A walker and 3 prong cane were 
donated by Mrs. Alice Scott Ross. 
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The total number of home visits for the year were 303, fees collected $199.00. 
Telephone calls were 300+, equipment loaned, 75 articles. 


The Flu Clinic was held October 25, 1980. Due to the shortage of flu vaccine, only 
100 doses were received by the Board of Health. 


Increasingly, people everywhere are beginning to conceive of Health, not only as 
freedom from disease, but as a positive state of physical and mental well being. 


Your nurse works part-time, 8:00 to 12:00 noon, Monday through Friday. In the 
past, she has been on call 24 hours a day, week-ends and holidays. She attended 
conferences, discussions, and many lectures, related to the care of the elderly. 


Over the past three decades the greatest contribution to the nursing service has 
been the ability of your nurse to act as interpreter to the many people who were 
unable to speak, understand English, or were more comfortable speaking in their 
own native language.

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REPORT OF THE HADLEY SCHOOL COMMITTEE 
To the Citizens of the Town of Hadley: 


A substantial portion of our fiscal 1980-81 proposed budget was 
cut during the 1980 town meeting, despite the fact that a voluntary 
reduction had been agreed upon between the School Committee 
and the Finance Committee earlier that very day. As a result of 
the double cutting, many long frustrating hours went into bringing 
our budget in line with the new appropriation. During this process 
of reduction, several changes in administrative staffing occurred, 
changes the School Committee felt were made in the best interests 
of the school system, changes that would utilize personnel to their 
fullest. Subsequently, we immediately set forth on a ‘‘tight-purse 
strings’’ approach to spending. Our intention is to stay within 
budget, it is not our desire to end fiscal 1980-81 with a deficit 
budget. 


In June Dr. Fusco submitted his letter of resignation, effective 
July 31, 1981. Asa result of this announcement, a Superintendent 
Search Committee was appointed to assist the School Committee 
in the selection process. We wish to acknowledge the following 
individuals for their able assistance and valuable time. They are: 
George Urch, Chairman, Brenda Bemben, Heidi Allen, Kathy 
Masalski, Henry Fil, Jr., Peter Grandonico, Glenn Clark, Alexan- 
der Kulas, and Edward Gronostalski. Mr. James Tudryn and Mrs. 
Carol Trane are serving as representatives from the School Com- 
mittee. As of this writing the selection of a new chief administra- 
tor is in the final stages. 


In late October our attorneys negotiated a settlement for all out- 
standing litigation against the School Committee, our administra- 
tors and the Town. On advice of counsel, an out-of-court settle- 
ment was reached, thereby eliminating any further liability to the 
Town. 


November brought the reality of Proposition 242. Zero-based 
budgeting will unquestionally require serious priority planning. 
The inability of the School Committee to anticipate even a small 
percentage increase to cover the ever rising costs of non-academic 
related expenses, such as fuel, maintenance and supplies, just to 
mention a few, can only result in reduced services to students. We 
continue to shoulder the financial burdens of both federal and state 
legal mandates along with their restrictive regulations without 
adequate reimbursement back to our cities and towns. 


The School Committee wishes to thank Mr. John J. Pipczynski 
for accepting the numerous additional responsibilities as Acting 
Superintendent of Schools. We appreciate his able assistance, 
especially with the lengthy process of budget preparation. We 
also wish to acknowledge the Board of Selectmen, all town depart- 
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ments and the citizens of our community for their continued 
support and cooperation throughout the year.

Budget Problems and Proposition 2/2 


The past year was a most challenging one for your high school 
principal. A high percentage of my time was spent on litigation, 
budget problems created through a reduction on town meeting 
floor and the necessity of providing a comprehensive budget for 
fiscal 82. In addition, it was necessary for me to organize my time 
in a manner so that the duties of the Superintendent could also be 
completed. 


Without doubt, the coming year will bring new problems and 
challenges. The passage of proposition 2’ will mean cutbacks in 
some school programs and will also require greater efficiency in 
our total school operation. Each expenditure will be very impor- 
tant in our total school budget. 


Proposition 2% will require strong leadership from the school 
committee as many difficult decisions will have to be made. For 
years, schools have added programs without serious consideration 
of cost or effectiveness of instruction. Public education now finds 
itself in a position where resources are no longer available to fund 
all that is desired. However, quality education can still be main- 
tained, but new ideas and priorities within our schools are neces- 
sary. 
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Trustee Grants 


The Hopkins Academy Trustees appropriated the sum of $4,000 
to be used on specific programs at Hopkins Academy during the 
1980-1981 school year. $3,000 will be used by the math depart- 
ment for the purchase of computer science equipment and the re- 
maining $1,000 will be used by the social studies department for a 
historical evidence course. We are grateful to the Trustees for 
their continuing support and especially to Mr. William E. Dwyer 
for his many hours of service to our school without compensation. 


Basketball Championship 


The Hopkins Academy Basketball Team had a very successful 
1979-1980 season. The end result was a Hampshire League 
Championship. Many of the games were close and exciting as the 
final outcomes were in doubt until the last few seconds.

Bell, John Cummings, Tim Walsh, Paul Matuszko, Scott Harper, 
Paul Kelley, Don Wnukowski, and Michael Torok.

REPORT OF THE ELEMENTARY SCHOOL PRINCIPAL 
Dear Mr. Pipczynski: 


The following narrative constitutes my first annual report of the 
Hadley Elementary Schools. 


Total enrollment as of October 1, 1980, for grades kindergarten 
through sixth was 336. This is a reduction of 36 pupils from the 


previous year.

Due to the number of students enrolled in the first grade as of 
September (56), the School Committee voted to create a third, first 
grade section. This additional homeroom has been housed in the 
reading lab area. The reading lab was moved to the library, and 
the library books and shelves were moved to the first floor hallway. 


The elementary schools are participating for the second year in a 
federally-funded nutrition program (N.E.W.). The focus and em- 
phasis of this grant has been to improve school lunches and in- 
crease student awareness of their nutritional needs through a basic 
understanding of the nutritional value of foods in general. I would 
like to commend the cafeteria manager, Mrs. Soldega and her staff 
for their participation and assistance in all phases of this program. 


Russell School is participating in a federally-funded Title IV C 
Computer Grant (L.0.G.I.C.) which has resulted in the purchase of 
three micro-computers, in-service training for involved staff, and 
a curriculum for classroom use. Our Title IV B Project allotment of 
funds has been written for additional hardware to complement this 
equipment. 

Curriculum-wise, the following programs are currently in pro- 
gress in the elementary schools: 


Reading 


We are beginning the fifth year of the Bookmark Program in 
Grades 1-6 from Harcourt Brace & Jevanovich. Students are 
grouped according to skill level with provisions made for individual 
progress as needed through the various levels. For example, a 
first-grader may be reading on a third grade level in his regular 
reading class. 


The kindergarten for some years has preferred the use of the 
Lippincott Readiness Program for reading. Students who com- 
plete this program begin the regular first grade program during 
the second semester. 


Remedial reading services as well as regular instruction to 
groups at least six months below grade level, are provided to 
students in grades 2-6. 

Title I services with federally-funded instruction, are provided to 


students in small groups who would benefit from an alternative 
reading system or program. 
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The results of our 1980 California Achievement Testing, com- 
paring Hadley to national percentiles, has shown a substantial 
gain in reading achievement for all grades over the past two years. 


Mathematics 


We are currently in the second year of a new program for grades 
kindergarten through six (Addison-Wesley, 1979 Mathematics in 
Our World). As in our reading program, students may also pro- 
gress as needed through the different skill levels. For the second 
year a group of sixth graders is now working in the regular 
seventh grade pre-Algebra program. These students will take 
Algebra I in the seventh grade. 


The elementary math specialist, Mrs. Rog has been working 
effectively with teachers and students in Hooker School with new 
manipulatives, strategies and remedial techniques for classroom 
use. For the first time in many years, every student in second 
grade began the year on grade level in math. 


We are also investigating the feasibility of up-grading our kin- 
dergarten math program. Beginning kindergarten students for the 
past three years have shown a substantial increase in readiness 
skills. 


Language Arts (Writing, Grammar and Spelling) 


For the second year all students in grades K-8 are studying 
language skills based on Our Language Today, American Book 
Company. New writing instructional techniques and ideas are 
being studied and researched for improved student performance in 
basic skills by Mrs. Tudryn, Mrs. Bell and Mrs. Mokrzecki. 


The spelling program for Hooker is provided by the Laidlaw 
Publishing Company. Russell School has been previewing new 
spelling systems in 1980 for a more appropriate program to inter- 
grate with the language program mentioned above. 


Science/Social Studies 


In grades K-3, teachers are working on new units for use in the 
classroom. Field trips are planned around units so as to enrich the 
learning experience. 


In fourth grade, Mrs. Cutter teaches both classes American 
History with an emphasis on the history of Hadley. Mrs. Daley 
teaches science to both homerooms. She has been working on a 
new, expanded science curriculum. 


In the fifth and sixth grades, Mr. Peters has been striving to 


create a new curricula for science and social studies. He is respon- 
sible for the sequential and coordinated program now underway. 
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Physical Education 


Students in grades 1-6 spend a minimum of 30-40 minutes, three 
days out of a six-day cycle, in a regular instructional program. 
Additional physical activities help make up the mandated time 
required by the state. 


Music 


Students at Hooker School receive a minimum of two, thirty- 
minute instructional periods in every six-day cycle. 

Students at Russell School have one, forty-minute period of in- 
struction every six days. 


Students may also receive instruction in violin, cello, chorus, or 
in other band instruments on a weekly basis. 


Several concerts are held each year to encourage our talented 
youth and to demonstrate their improved performance levels to 
parents and the community. 


Art 


Students at Hooker School have a minimum of thirty minutes of 
instruction in a six-day cycle; while at Russell School, students 
have two, forty-minute periods in a six-day cycle. 


During the past year, classes from both schools have participat- 
ed in and won several contests sponsored by the Friendly Ice 
Cream Corp. and the two Malls. 


Enrichment 


All the students at Russell School participate twice weekly for an 
hour, in an Enrichment Program of elective mini-courses. Some of 
the mini-courses offered in 1980 are cooking, photography, news- 
paper, arts and crafts, science environments, Spanish, and an 
exercise/physical fitness class. 


Basic Skills 


A Basic Skills policy of instruction and evaluation was formulat- 
ed and approved by the School Committee for reading, writing and 
mathematics. Parents of elementary and high school students, 
teachers, and one administrator served on a committee to review 
existing instructional practices, state regulations and evaluation 
procedures. Basic Skills testing will be done in April 1981 for 
grades 3, 5 and 8. All results will be reported to parents, citizens 
and the state. 

There were several changes in personnel in 1980. We were 
saddened by the loss of Mrs. Eunice Kelley, second grade teacher, 
who passed away in May 1980. Mrs. Kelley was a dedicated 
teacher for seven years at Hooker School. Mrs. Loreen Hurston 
retired in June 1980 after seventeen years of service to the children 
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of Hadley. She will be long remembered for her gentle, but firm 
discipline, her math classes and her sincere interest in her stu- 
dents and in her colleagues. We extend to her a warm invitation to 
visit us frequently. Mrs. Helen Rodak retired after twenty-three 
years as head of the cafeteria at Hooker School. She left us many 
of her delicious recipes and a long tradition of good meals. We all 
wish her the very best in her new position. We would also like to 
thank Mrs. Yvette Mushenski for her years of service to Hooker 
School. 


Maintenance 


New boilers were installed at Russell School during the summer 
of 1980. Other regular maintenance was maintained by the custo- 
dians with some additional repairs to the Old Gym by an outside 
contractor. 


Playground 

A fund-raising program was begun late in 1980 to raise funds for 
new, safer equipment for both schools. The students and staff 
wish to thank the townspeople for their support in our recent 
holiday ornament sale. 

In closing, I would like to thank the many individuals who have 
extended condolences and assistance to me during my recent 
bereavement. The cooperation of my staff, students and their 
parents, has been most gratifying to me in this new position.

REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN 


I hereby submit my report for the year 1980 as librarian of the North Hadley 
Branch of the Goodwin Memorial Library. 


The North Hadley Library serves book lovers of the northern end of the town, and 
is located at the North Hadley Hall, on the first floor next to the fire station. The 
library is open on Mondays from 3:00 to 5:00 and 6:30 to 9:00 p.m. and on Thurs- 
days from 3:00 to 5:00. 


The North Hadley Library has obtained 51 new books this year, 34 for adults and 
17 for young adults and juvenile readers. Seven three-record albums have also 
been added to the record collection which includes a variety of types of music. 


We again have been fortunate in receiving donations of good used books, this 
year totalling 47 books. Donors were Michael and Adeline Burek, Mrs. Emily Rus- 
sell Phelps, and George and Miriam Pratt. Beautiful books were donated in mem- 
ory of Francis Thomas and Raymond Konieczny by Ross and Betty Frair. 


The library continues its use of the books for all ages which are left periodically 
by the Western Massachusetts Regional Bookmobile. These include large print 
books and also records, and add greatly to the enjoyment of the reading public. The 
services of the Interlibrary Loan Department of the region continue to be utilized 
throughout the year as needed for special requests. Circulation for the year totals 
2212, which is an increase over last year’s figures. 


The major task this year has been a systematic weeding out of older and seldom 
used volumes in all categories. This job will continue for some time into the coming 
year. 


Mrs. Miriam Pratt continues as librarian, and Mrs. Justina Kielec as assistant 
librarian, with occasional assistance by Albina and Karen Jochym. 


Newly installed on the porch next to the library door is a book deposit box, in 
which books may be returned when the library is closed. This is proving to be a 
welcome addition to the services for the library patrons.

These prob- 
lems have been relinquished with the support of acting Superin- 
tendent of Schools, John Pipczynski, and the Hadley School 
Committee. 

The exterior of the building received attention as to building 
new stairs, doors were repaired, locks changed, glass and other 
debris removed from the grounds, and a fresh coat of paint applied 
to the entrance of the building. The interior also had some major 
changes. The walls in the foyer, backhall, and girl’s restroom 
were painted, closet doors were repaired, and a complete indoor 
cleaning took place. To help maintain this present condition, the 
commission hired a part-time custodian to assist in maintenance. 


We wish to take time to express our gratitude to Rick Berger and 
John Cummings, who spent many long devoted hours in the reju- 
venation effort. The old gym is our major facility of programming 
and without it we probably wouldn’t be in existance. We are 
again, grateful to the School Department and Mr. Pipczynski for 
their continued support in the commission. 


Men’s Basketball and Weightlifting was again popular this year. 
The program was held on Monday and Wednesday evenings. 
Michael Kelley ran the program from November to April. An 
average of 20-25 men participated in this program. 


The Annual Easter Egg Hunt was held in April. This is a very 
popular event for pre-schoolers to sixth graders. The Easter Bun- 
ny was again on hand to pass out candy and prizes to the children. 
They spent time during the hour-long program to participate in 
various games. 


The Fishing Derby was held at B & M Grove. The United Sport- 
men’s Association donated two savings bonds for the boy and girl 
who lured the largest fish. The Hadley Police Association made a 
generous monetary donation to the Commission. Some of this 
money was used to purchase fish and prizes for the derby. The re- 
mainder of the money went to buy some gymnastic and soccer 
equipment. We appreciate this kind gesture from the Police As- 
sociation. We would also like to thank B & M Grove for use of their 
facilities. 

The Commission once again worked with the North Hadley Fire 
Department on the Fourth of July events. A first annual Volleyball 
Tournament was held in the afternoon on the day of the fireworks. 
Teams were organized by various townspeople, then everyone 
competed for trophies. Next year, we hope to get more of the res- 
idents involved in our tournament. 


Youth Soccer was held in September and October. The program 
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was organized by John Cummings. In addition to the large enrol- 
Iment of children in grades 1-6, we were grateful to have some of 
the members of the Hopkins Academy Varsity Soccer team help 
with the coaching of these youngsters. The program did get cut 
short because the weather did not cooperate. 


Gymnastics were held for eight weeks in January and February. 
Ms. Jane Keyes, a UMass Physical Education Graduate, and 
Junior High School Physical Education Instructor, ran the pro- 
gram. She was assisted by Lisa Wiater, Diane Kicza and LeeAnne 
Wanczyk. The class ran for two-hour a week sessions on Satur- 
days. Children are taught several different techniques on the 
balance beam, vault and floor exercises. At the conclusion of the 
eight weeks, a gymnastic show is held for parents and friends of 
the participants. 


The Youth Basketball Program was held for 10 weeks from 
January through March. It is held in the Old and New Gymnasi- 
ums at Hopkins Academy. John Cummings directed the program. 
Teams were coached by members of the Varsity Basketball Team. 
The program was divided into two days. The third and fourth 
graders play on Saturdays and the fifth and sixth graders play on 
Sunday. There were about 50 participating in this program. 


The Girl’s Youth Basketball Program was held on Saturdays 
from 11:30 am to 1:30 pm. Girls in grades 3-6 learn various basket- 
ball skills. The program was instructed by Mary Ellen Fitzgibbon 
and Karen Parsons. This program was very popular this year with 
about 25 girls attending. 


The Summer Day Camp was directed by Rick Berger. He was 
assisted by six counselors, three junior counselors, and an arts and 
crafts director. The camp was held for six weeks from 9:00 am to 
12 noon, Monday through Friday. It began on July 7 and ended 
August 15. The enrollment continued about the same as 1979, ap- 
proximately 130 children. The program was open for children 
entering kindergarten through sixth grade. Counselors developed 
educational and recreational activities for the campers. Daily 
events included: baseball, soccer, arts and crafts, games and 
story telling. The major highlight of camp was a trip to Foxboro - 
Shaffer Stadium to see the New England Tea Men Soccer Team. 
Other trips included, Forest Park, Pines Theatre, and Santa’s Land 
in Vermont. Also, a bus was provided by the Brunswick Bowling 
Alley for campers to bowl once a week. The Hadley Police came to 
camp one day and gave rides to campers in the new police car. 
The campers also wore T-shirts with Hadley Day Camp printed on 
it. This was a very popular item. 

Our final contribution was to keep the maintenance of the Little 
League and Lassie League fields. We had the Lassie League fields 
tilled in the beginning of the season. 


We wish to thank all of the town residents who contributed in 
any way to our successful year. We are open for new ideas and 
suggestions at any time. We meet on Thursday evenings from 
6:30 - 7:30 in the Recreation Office in the Old Hopkins Gym- 
nasium.

To the residents of the Town of Hadley; 


The year 1980 has been a very busy one for the Board of Regi- 
trars. Presidential election years always bring forth a large num- 
ber and this year was no exception. There were 276 newly regis- 
tered voters in 1980. With town, state and federal primaries and 
elections there were many extra registration sessions and long 
hours at the polls. We wish to thank all the poll workers, counters, 
and the police officers who made the election days run smoothly 
and efficiently. 


We are extremely pleased with the manner in which our voters 
records have been updated, due to the use of our newly computer- 
ized systems. The accuracy and expediancy with which our data 
has been handled has provided for continuously updated voting 
lists. The November 1980 count of town residents was 4125. Of 
this number 2755 persons are registered voters: 293 registered 
Republicans; 1112 registered Democrats; and 1350 unaffiliated 
voters. 


We wish to express our appreciation to all the residents of Had- 
ley who have been so cooperative during our census period and all 
year long. Residents have been extremely helpful in notifying the 
registrars of change of address or name when it occurs, which 
aides the Board in keeping accurate records. We are looking for- 
ward to another successful year ahead thanks to all your coopera- 
tion.

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REPORT OF THE PLANNING BOARD 


The national economy with its double-digit inflation and high interest rates in 
1980, was reflected in Hadley, which had no significant building in the business 
sector nor in home building. 

The Planning Board’s major concerns in the past year have been to monitor sub- 
divisions and attempt to resolve conflicts between new home owners, developers 
and abbuters. 

The Planning Board is still holding the half-million dollar performance bond in 
connection with the construction of The Hampshire Mall, until we can resolve the 
final details with the Pyramid Corporation. We expect these details to be resolved 
in the coming year. 


FUTURE HOME BUILDING TO DRAMATICALLY SLOW DOWN IN HADLEY. 


The Planning Board is in a unique position to see what will be built in the Town of 
Hadley for the next several years inasmuch as all substantial building plans for 
homes and business come before the Planning Board for review. 
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On the housing front, we can see no dramatic increase in the number of homes 
because virtually all approved sub-divisions are almost built up and no new sub-di- 
visions have been fully approved in the last several years. The completion of these 
sub-divisions coupled with the high interest rates, will definitely curb the number 
of new homes that will be built. 


If there is any home building, it will be along existing roads. These new homes 
built along established roads do not require the approval of the Planning Board, nor 
do they usually amount to more than a few homes per year. 


In the business sector, the Planning Board has reviewed a set of preliminary 
plans for a proposed ‘‘light-technology”’ type of industrial park. Although this idea 


shows promise, there are many details to be resolved before any construction 
begins.

I hereby submit my report for the year 1980. 


The training program for the scuba divers, which was organized 
in 1979 with the cooperation of Fire Chief Bernard Martula for 
rescue and recovery work, was utilized on numerous occasions. 
They were called upon for assistance in the recovery work at Nor- 
wich Lake in Huntington. For their efforts, they received a letter 
of commendation from the commander of the Mass. State Police 
Barracks in Russell, Mass. With this past experience in mind, a 
larger boat for more efficiency in operations of this nature is being 
considered by the combined efforts of the Hadley Fire Department 
and Hadley Civil Defense. 


The growing concern of toxic chemical waste being dumped and 
buried throughout the country has not, as of this date,been of any 
concern to the Town of Hadley. However, if any problems of this 
sort should be discovered in our locality, this office will take 
measures to see what can be done to correct it. 

Checkerboard warning tests were conducted throughout the 
state and as previously, Hadley has participated in these tests.
